IS BUMPER OF STATE 


OKLAHOMA CITY. 
Ort 
15.- 
O klahom a’s sweet potato crop 
is 
scheduled to be one of the host in 
the sta te ’s history, and how to pre­ 
serve the potatoes now is tile con­ 
sideration of the state departm ent 
of agriculture, which 
today 
a n ­ 
nounced its approval of a method Of 
preservation 
outlined 
by 
Howard 
Bacon, editor of an Oklahoma farm i 
journal. 
T he potatoes should bt* kept in 
a tem p eratu re not lower than 
60 
degrees F. and should Ive kept dry. 
according 
to Bacon, 
who outlines 
the way one crop was kept w ith­ 
out the loss of a bushel. 
A shelter spot was selected for 
the 
‘’overground’* pit. 
about 
five J 
feet 
in diam eter which 
was con­ 
sidered large enough to store eight 
or ten bushels of potatoes. A shal­ 
low trench then w*as dug around the 
space chosen, the dirt surface be­ 
ing thrown up three or four inches. 
to m ake a shallow pit. A trench was 
dug iii the narrow wall thus form-* 
ed, to permit an o u tle t for water. 
The potatoes for the pit were dug 
on a warm day. and allowed to dry. 
T he cut or bruised ones were se- j 
lected for immediate use, and the- 
good potatoes packed solidly on top. 
later to be removed lo the pit. 
Two q u arts 
of 
dry. 
air-slacked, 


lime was scattered a t the bottom 
of the pit, and the potatoes piled 
to about 
eight 
inches in 
height, 
and another quart of lime sprink­ 
led over it. The process was con­ 
tinued until the 
pile reached the 
proper height. 
Burlap sacks half full 
of 
dry 
shavings were 
used 
to cover the 
pile and over this roofing or o th ­ 
er rain-proof m aterial w’as placed. 
At the end of two w'eeks, the pit 
was uncovered to allow the mols- 
lure to evaporate, being recovered 
before 
the 
potatoes 
had 
time 
to 
chill.

“ In communities where individual 
dairymen cannot afford to own good 
sires, it is very desirable to have 
a 
num ber

a better bull than each individual 
could afford to buy/* says A. C. 
Baer, professor of dairying at O kla­ 
homa A. and M. College, Stillwater. 
“ When this is done,” he says, “ all 
must agree on the same breed." 
“ Oftentimes,’' Baer says, “ a large 
community such as half a county 
or an entire county can agree on 
raising cattle of one breed. When 
this is done, it would be very a d ­ 
vantageous to form a bull associ­ 
ation with four to six breeding cen­ 
ters of blocks with a good bred 
bull for every block of cows. 
“ Such an organization can then 
purchase the four to six bulls and 
use each animal for two or three 
years in each block. After th a t the 
bulls 
are 
interchanged 
and 
can 
thus be kept in the community for 
a long period of time. 
“ There is no better way to devel­ 
op dairying in a community than to 
organize a bull association and a 
cow testing association, having the 
entire community interested in de­ 
veloping cows of one breed. 
“ Some of the advantages of com­ 
m unity breeding a re : 
*‘1. A new interest in the subject 
of breeding is stimulated. 
“ 2. The purchase of new* breed­ 
ing stock and 
feed can be made 
collectively at conm«era:»:e saving. 
“ 3. If a community has a large 
n um ber 
of 
animals 
of 
the 
same 
breed this fact soon become* known 
to buyers of cattle and 
a better 
m ark et is thus provided for surplus 
stock. Certain localities soon become 
known as Jersey centers, Holstein 
centers, or Guernsey or Ayshire cen­ 
ters. 
“ 4. By trading of the bulls it be-* 
comes possible to retain the best 
bulls in service much longer than 
if each dairym an had to maintain 
his own bull.

York Central 
Railroad has put a 
stop to the old practice of tr a n s f e r - j 
ring or selling com m utation tickets! 
to suburbanites. But the com m uters 
didn’t like the idea and they groan­ 
ed as the cameras clicked. 
Their 
protests 
were 
unavailing, 
however, for the railroad decreed 
that no more com m utation tickets 
would be issued after October I, 
unless a photograph of the holder 
was attached to the ticket. The rush 
to have pictures taken was so great 
during the last week of grace that 
almost every station along the rail­ 
ro ad ’s lines was converted into an 
emergency photograph gallery. 
All available photographers w’ere 
rounded up and posted at stations, 
thus giving the com m uter an op­ 
portunity of being “ m u gged’ while 
waiting for his train to carry him 
to work in the city.

lic work, with the support of pro­ 
perty owners and organizations in­ 
terested in improving tho road to 
the hall park. 
No definite steps have been taken 
on the graveling project but Com­ 
missioner Smith said he already had 
been pledged the unreserved sup­ 
port of so many along the street 
tIlat the success of the graveling 
scheme is practically assured. He 
said, however, that it would require 
[ the boosting of all property owners principally 
and an unstinted co-operation of all though it 
those who live along North Broad­ 
way. 
One of the greatest needs of the 
city, Mr. Smith declared, is that of 
a good road leading to the ball park 
and 
the cemetery. 
The Cemetery 
association has promised to get back 
of the graveling move, he said, and 
the American Glass Casket company 
has agreed to do its part. The Al- 
talfa Mill aud others are also stRd 
to have shown unusual interest in 
the proposal.

Cal Sparks, manager of tho Ada 
baseball club which has just closed 
its season, said he would have been 


glad to stage a benefit game for 
aiding the project if it had been 
brought up during the season. 
The fact that this street is close 
to the gravel pits north of Ada 
will enable property owners along

the 
entire
